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Federal  funds 
being  sought 
for  community 
plan  projects

U.S.  Rep.  Tom  Lantos  has  agreed  to 
fight  for  federal  funding  to  implement 
the  "Glen  Park  Community  Plan,"  a  pro- 
posed Planning  Department  blueprint 
to  improve  traffic  flow,  pedestrian  access 
and  the  overall  design  of  the  neighbor- 
hood's  commercial  corridor.  Lantos. 
the  Democratic  Congressman  who  rep- 
resents Glen  Park,  held  a  half-hour  brief- 
ing on  the  Community  Plan  in  mid-Jan- 
uary with  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty  and 
the  Planning  Department's  Amit  Ghosh. 

Lantos  issued  a  statement  saying  he 
is  committed  to  working  "to  secure  fed- 
eral funding  for  this  excellent  plan."  He 
said  he  will  try  to  solicit  support  from 
U.S.  Rep.  Nancy  Pelosi,  the  Democrats' 
House  leader  and  San  Francisco's  other 
Congressional  representative. 

Dufty,  the  District  8  supervisor  who 
represents  Glen  Park  and  surrounding 
neighborhoods,  said  he  is  confident  Lan- 
tos will  aggressively  seek  Federal  Sur- 
face Transportation  Act  funding  for  the 
Glen  Park  project. 


City  officials  are  hoping  for  about 
$  10  million  in  federal  funding  to,  among 
other  recommendations,  help  redesign 
San  Jose  Avenue  with  a  new  median  and 
streetcar  stop;  construct  traffic  round- 
abouts at  the  intersections  of  Bosworth 
and  Arlington  streets  and  Bosworth  and 
Lyell  streets;  adjust  parking  regulations 
to  free  up  more  than  100  on-street  park- 
ing spaces;  and  revamp  the  BART 
station. 

The  ideas  for  the  BART  station 
include  constructing  a  bus  and  taxi  stand, 
adding  a  south-side  entrance  and  pro- 
viding a  direct  connection  to  the  Muni's 
J-Church  line. 

Dufty  said  the  federal  financing  could 
be  used  to  leverage  local  sales  tax  rev- 
enue earmarked  for  transportation- 
related  projects— an  important  consid- 
eration given  that  the  City  is  facing  a 
$260  million-plus  deficit  next  year,  mak- 
ing City  General  Fund  dollars  for  new 
initiatives  scarce.  "This  really  is  an 
exciting  opportunity,"  Dufty  said. 

The  Glen  Park  Community  Plan 
stems  from  a  neighborhood-based  work- 
shop convened  by  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment last  summer,  with  an  eye  toward 
resolving  the  area's  traffic  and  parking 
problems,  making  it  more  user-friendly 
for  pedestrians  and  bicyclists  and  revi- 
talizing the  commercial  district.  A  stated 
goal  of  the  plan  is  to  repair  "the  urban 
fabric"  of  the  neighborhood.

The  plan  provides  solutions  for  man- 
aging on-street  parking  and  addressing 
merchants'  concerns,  and  design  guide- 
lines to  help  retain  the  beloved  "village" 
feel  of  Glen  Park  as  change  occurs  in 
the  future. 

AnMarie  Rodgers,  the  City's  prin- 
cipal planner  on  the  project,  said  the 
Community  Plan  takes  a  long-range 
view.  The  expectation,  she  said,  is  to 
move  forward  quickly  with  the  sugges-

tions  that  have  widespread  neighbor- 
hood support,  such  as  improving  on- 
street  parking,  making  it  easier  for  pedes- 
trians to  get  around  and  planting  more 
trees  in  the  business  area. 

Other,  more  controversial  elements, 
such  as  a  proposal  to  create  a  "green- 
belt"  link  between  the  commercial  cor- 
ridor and  Glen  Canyon  Park,  still  have 
a  ways  to  go  in  building  community 
consensus. 


Marketplace 
development 
back  on  track

The  new  owner  of  the  erstwhile  Dia- 
mond Supermarket  property  at  Diamond 
and  Wilder  streets  met  in  December  with 
representatives  of  the  City  Planning 
Department  to  review  the  status  of  the 
long-awaited  Glen  Park  Marketplace 


development.  The  nearly  completed 
City  approval  process  ground  to  a  halt 
last  year  after  the  former  owner,  frus- 
trated by  opposition  that  caused  numer- 
ous delays,  decided  to  sell  the  property. 
The  sale  was  completed  in  the  fall. 

Rick  Crawford  of  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department  said  there  is  just 
one  remaining  condition  to  be  complied 
with  — while  the  building's  size  and 
structure  have  been  approved,  planners 
still  need  to  review  and  okay  the  exte- 
rior architectural  design. 

Mitchell  Benjamin  of  Sternberg  Ben- 


jamin Architects  is  preparing  the  draw- 
ings. Benjamin  told  the  Glen  Park  News 
in  late  January  that  he  has  had  meetings 
with  City  planners  to  review  their 
requirements,  and  with  both  of  the  build- 
ing's major  commercial  tenants— BiRite 
Market  and  the  library.  He  expects  the 
final  drawings  will  be  ready  for  sub- 
mittal to  the  Planning  Department  soon. 

Once  the  architectural  drawings  are 
submitted,  Crawford  said,  City  planners 
will  need  a  few  weeks  to  complete  their 
review  process  and  issue  the  final  design 
approval.  Then— hold  your  breath  — 


construction  can  begin,  hopefully  before 
this  summer. 

At  least  one  merchant  who  originally 
opposed  the  project  now  echoes  the 
thoughts  of  a  majority  of  Glen  Park  res- 
idents: "I  just  want  to  see  construction 
begin  as  soon  as  possible,  to  bring  new 
vitality  to  our  downtown  shopping  area," 
this  business  owner  told  us.  And  while 
it  would  be  nice  to  have  use  of  the  Mar- 
ketplace land  for  the  April  25  Glen  Park 
Festival,  nearly  everyone  seems  to  agree 
it  would  be  even  nicer  to  see  construc- 
tion under  way  on  the  site  by  then.

"All  you  do"  covers  a  lot  of  terri- 
tory—and countless  hundreds  of  hours 
of  work.  Neighborhood  newcomers  may 
not  know  that  Nordstrom  was  one  of 
"the  gum  tree  ladies"  who  mobilized  in 
the  1 960s  to  force  the  state  to  abandon 
its  plans  to  mow  down  groves  of  euca- 
lyptus trees  and  run  the  notorious  pro- 
posed crosstown  freeway  60  feet  above 
our  ball  diamonds  and  up  the  side  of  the 
canyon,  to  link  Interstate  280  with  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

Caltrans  wasn't  their  only  enemy  — 
the  ladies  also  had  to  fight  the  City's 
public  works  and  planning  directors,  not 
to  mention  Mayor  George  Christopher 
and  City  Engineer  Clifford  Geertz;  they 
and  many  other  officials  considered 
demolition  of  120  Glen  Park  homes  a 
reasonable  price  to  pay  for  "progress." 
(More  details  of  the  gum  tree  ladies' 
crucial  role  in  the  San  Francisco  free- 
way revolt  are  in  the  Summer  2000  issue 
of  the  Glen  Park  News.) 

January's  recognition  from  the  state 
Assembly  is  well-deserved  acknowl- 
edgement of  Nordstrom 's  long  — and 
continuing— record  of  activism  on  behalf 
of  the  neighborhood  and  the  park.

A  slow,  upstream  struggle  to 
restore  Islais  Creek 

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park 
have  always  dreamed  of  restoring  Islais 
Creek  but  there  was  little  that  could  be 
done  without  funding  to  improve  the 
water  quality  and  quantity. 

The  Urban  Creek  Council  suggested 
several  years  ago  that  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park  should  apply  for  a  grant 
from  the  California  Coastal  Conser- 
vancy. We  were  surprised  that  our  small 
creek  would  qualify  as  "coastal."  We 
took  the  information  and  the  grant  appli- 
cation  to  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department  for  processing.  Time  passed 
and  we  inquired  about  the  application. 
Evidently  no  one  in  the  Department  was 
interested.  The  due  date  for  submitting 
the  application  came  and  went  without 
any  action. 

After  the  Natural  Areas  Program  was 
started  we  approached  them  with  the 
Coastal  Conservancy  Grant  Application 
and  they  acted  on  it. 

The  California  Coastal  Conservancy 
awarded  the  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment a  matching  fund  grant  of  $250,000. 
We  were  delighted  and  expected  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  approve 
the  acceptance  of  the  grant.  It  turned 
out  that  there  are  individuals  and  groups 
opposed  to  any  project  that  is  not  their 
own.  Some  people  were  opposed  to 
any  project  that  involves  the  environ- 
mental restoration  goals  of  the  Natural 
Areas  Program.  There  were  more 
delays,  and  the  deadline  for  spending

the  grant  money  was  coming  up. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  finally 
approved  the  project  in  October  200 1 . 
What  we  thought  would  be  a  grant  for 
Islais  Creek  restoration  appeared  with 
an  expanded  title:  "Habitat  and  Access 
Enhancement  Grant  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Recreation  and  Park  Department 
to  implement  habitat  restoration  and 
public  improvements."  We  began  to 
worry  about  what  happened  to  the  creek 
restoration  funding;  the  money  from  the 
Coastal  Conservancy  was  designated 
for  the  creek.  Richard  Craib  and  I  found 
out  that  a  project  director  had  been 
appointed.  We  met  with  him  and  his 
project  team  in  May  2003.  We  were 
assured  public  meetings  would  happen 
soon  to  discuss  and  plan  for  the  creek 
restoration. 

The  first  public  meeting  for  "Glen 
Canyon  Park  Improvement  Planning" 
was  scheduled  for  August  2003.  But 
the  meeting  was  dedicated  to  planning 
for  the  whole  park.  Nothing  was  said 
about  any  plans  for  Islais  Creek  restora- 
tion. We  were  informed  that  creek 
restoration  would  be  included  in  the  sec- 
ond community  planning  meeting. 

The  next  community  planning  meet- 
ing was  held  in  October  2003.  Plans 
and  comments  were  noted.  The  plans 
now  included  the  installation  of  inter- 
pretive signs  for  the  natural  areas.  The 
Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park  had 
designed  these  signs  but  funding  had 
disappeared  and  our  signs  had  been  in 
storage  for  six  years. 

Trail  improvements,  which  we  all 
recognize  are  greatly  needed,  were 
also  in  the  project  plan.  The 
improvements  are  justified  as  ero- 
sion control  since  they  are  within 
the  creek  watershed.  Habitat 
restoration  is  another  component. 
Much  of  this  is  the  work  Friends' 
volunteers  have  been  doing  for 
years  and  will  continue  to  do  in 
the  future.  Removal  of  trees 
growing  in  the  creekbed  is  part 
of  the  habitat  improvement  and 
will  help  increase  the  water  flow. 
This  is  work  that  the  volunteers 
cannot  do. 

Eucalyptus  trees  in  the  creek 
suck  up  much  of  the  water,  leav- 
ing it  stagnant  and  unhealthy.  The 
eucalyptus  leaves  are  toxic  to  dogs 
and  humans  and  prevent  other  veg- 
etation from  growing.  They  would 
be  replaced  with  native  trees  and 
shrubs  such  as  creek  dogwood, 
alder  and  elderberry  that  are  friend- 


lier to  other  plants  and  animals.  The 
fourth  component  of  the  plan  is  creek 
erosion  control  focusing  on  the  slide 
area  on  the  west  side  of  the  creek  where 
the  trail  is  crumbling  away  and  euca- 
lyptus tree  roots  are  being  exposed. 
Some  type  of  retaining  wall  is  being  pro- 
posed. 

Richard  and  I  received  a  request  from 
the  project  director  this  January  asking 
us  to  support  the  creek  restoration  plan 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Recreation,  Parks 
and  Planning  Committee.  We  had  not 
seen  the  plan  that  we  were  asked  to  sup- 
port until  we  found  that  it  could  be 
viewed  in  the  commission  room  at 
McLaren  Lodge.  It  is  referred  to  as  a 
"conceptual"  plan  and  contained  a  "con- 
ceptual" budget  of  $1,002,980,  which 
is  twice  as  much  as  the  original  grant 
and  matching  funds.  The  planning  com- 
mittee was  asked  where  the  funding  was 
to  come  from  considering  the  current 
budget  cuts.  There  was  no  answer. 

Still  more  approvals  are  needed  before 
any  work  begins  in  the  Canyon.  Let  us 
hope  that  the  funding  can  be  found 
and  that  what  funding  was  already 
granted  will  not  disappear.  If  full  fund- 
ing is  not  available  we  hope  that  prior- 
ity can  be  given  to  improving  Islais 
Creek.  Work  is  scheduled  to  begin  in 
February  2004  and  be  completed  by 
mid-June  2005.

Check  It  Out  at  the  Library!

The  Glen  Park  Branch  is  now  open 
10-6  every  day  except  Sundays  and  hol- 
idays. The  Excelsior  Branch  closed  in 
November  for  seismic  upgrading  and 
a  total  interior  face  lift.  They  should 
reopen  in  early  2005.  Two  results  at 
Glen  Park,  in  addition  to  our  new,  longer 
hours:  the  adult  new  book  shelves  are 
relatively  empty,  and  the  public  com- 
puters are  often  full. 

As  we  become  more  crowded  and 
busier  the  staff  needs  your  help.  When 
you  check  out,  please  bring  your  library 
card  and  have  it  out  before  you  reach 
the  check-out  desk.  I  also  encourage 
you  to  set  up  a  personal  identification 
number  (PIN)  associated  with  your 
library  card.  This  allows  staff  to  do 
reserves  online  and  has  significant 
advantages  for  those  of  you  who  have 
Internet  access  at  home. 

With  a  PIN,  if  you've  ever  lost  the 
pesky  paper  receipt  and  wondered  when 
your  book  or  DVD  was  due  you  can 
check  your  record  online.  On  the 
library's  the  home  page,  go  to  Services 
and  click  on  Access  Your  Library 
Record.  When  prompted,  type  in  your 
library  card  number  and  your  PIN. 

Another  advantage  of  having  a  PIN 
is  that  you  can  do  your  reserves  on  line. 
You  don't  need  to  wait  until  you  go  to 
the  library  or  wonder  where  your  list 
is  or  what  the  title  was  or  wait  until  a 
staff  person  can  enter  your  reserve.  Yes, 
self-serve  comes  to  the  library. 

If  this  suggestion  offends  you,  maybe 
you'd  like  to  read  Ellen  Rose's  User 
Enor:  Resisting  Computer  Culture.  For 
those  of  you  who  like  the  human  inter- 
action and  social  connections  that  the 
library  provides  there  are  still  humans 
here  to  greet  you  and  answer  your" 
questions. 

On  the  news  front,  Jeff  Northam  and 
Rufus  Butler  Seder  will  be  working  with 
the  community,  gathering  suggestions 


and  images  for  the  LifeTiles  they  will 
install  as  the  public  art  for  the  new 
branch.  These  are  handmade  glass  tiles 
incorporating  internal  lenses  that  allow 
multiple  images  to  be  fired  onto  the  back. 
As  the  viewer  moves,  the  image  also 
moves.  There  will  also  be  a  static  part 
of  the  work.  All  of  the  semifmalists  in 
the  Glen  Park  Branch  art  competition 
were  highly  qualified,  but  in  a  ranking 
vote,  this  team  of  artists  was  prefened 
by  three  of  the  five  committee 
members. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Art  Commis- 
sion in  mid-January  Bobbie  Fisch,  the 
architect  for  the  library  interior,  said  that 
she  will  schedule  a  meeting  with  the 
library  after  Susan  Hildreth,  the  City 
librarian,  and  Marilyn  Thompson,  bond 
program  manager,  meet  with  the  devel- 
oper in  early  February.  As  I  understand 
the  process,  the  developer  will  deliver 
the  "enhanced  shell"  to  the  library  and 
the  library  will  then  proceed  to  build 
and  finish  the  interior,  which  should  take 
an  additional  six  months. 

The  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco 
Library  Glen  Park  Branch  Campaign 
committee  continues  to  meet,  with  the 
public  roll-out  of  the  campaign  to  begin 
in  the  spring.  The  campaign  is  raising 
money  for  the  furniture,  fixtures  and 
equipment  (FFE)  for  each  of  the  City's 
new  and  renovated  branches.  As  we've 
reported,  the  bond  money  provides  only 
for  the  buildings,  not  the  FFE.  As  of 
January  8  the  campaign  is  at  an  encour- 
aging 30  percent  of  goal.  Remember, 
give  early,  give  generously.

I  opened  Glen  Park  Dental  on  Dia- 
mond Street  in  1991 ,  and  in  some  ways 
Glen  Park  has  just  about  stayed  the  same 
since  that  time.  This  may  be  what  gives 
Glen  Park  its  charm  and  "village"  feel. 
On  the  other  hand,  a  few  changes  have 
taken  place  — some  for  the  betterment 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  some  clearly 
to  the  detriment  of  the  most  unique 
neighborhood  in  all  of  San  Francisco.

people  at  the  Rec  Center  that  night. 

Yes,  I  am  talking  about  the  same  mar- 
ketplace, where  eager,  community- 
minded  BiRite  Market  owners  wait  for 
futile  legal  wrangling  from  a  handful  of 
misguided  people  to  end.  How  long  will 
BiRite  be  interested,  given  the  local  busi- 
ness climate?  Why  have  three  or  four 
vocal  minorities  been  allowed  to  stall 
a  project  that  thousands  want  to  see  to 
fruition?  With  continued  apathy,  will 
Walgreens  sneak  in? 

What  about  the  other  merchants  in 
Glen  Park?  Ask  them  sometime  about 
the  rent  they  pay,  skyrocketing  Worker's 
Comp  bills  and  payroll  costs.  Then  ask 
them  how  they  can  keep  up  with  chain 
stores.  Eric,  at  Bird  and  Beckett  Book- 
store, is  one  of  the  finest,  most  honest, 
even  altruistic  people  I've  ever  met.  He 
brings  music,  poetry,  literature  and  even 
theater  to  the  community,  yet  can  he 


compete  with  Borders  Books?  Can 
Marie  at  the  Cafe?  compete  with  Star- 
bucks Coffee  and  Noah's  Bagels? 

Is  this  what  you,  the  homeowners, 
tenants  and  merchants  of  Glen  Park, 
want?  Running  a  business  takes  count- 
less hours  of  hard  work,  dedication,  sac- 
rifice and  perseverance.  I've  never 
met  a  business  owner  who  takes  these 
facts  for  granted,  yet  I've  met  many 
patrons  who  have. 

Please  support  your  local  businesses. 
They  can't  survive  without  you!  The 
next  time  you  want  to  run  to  Home 
Depot,  think  of  Hal  and  Sue  at  Glen  Park 
Hardware.  Dinner  party  tonight?  For- 
got some  appetizers?

The  AIDS 
Emergency  Fund  picked  up  Marie's 
penny  jar.  and  hopes  her  generous  donors 
will  seek  out  its  jars  at  Bird  &  Beckett 
and  Glen  Park  Cleaners.

Rising  Prices 

The  median  price  of  a  single-family 
home  in  GJen  Park  rose  from  $585,000 
in  2002  to  $701 ,000  in  2003,  an  impres- 
sive gain  of  20  percent  year-over-year. 
Low  interest  rates  and  limited  inventory 
seem  to  have  been  the  primary  drivers 
behind  this  strong  market.  The  price 
increases  are  remarkable,  given  the  dif- 
ficult but  improving  state  of  the  local 
economy.  December  statistics  from  the 
state  Employment  Development  Depart- 
ment indicate  a  decrease  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco unemployment  rate  from  5  per- 
cent in  November  to  4.5  percent  in 
December  2003,  significantly  lower  than 
the  6.6  percent  unemployment  rate  expe- 
rienced in  December  2002.

Maternity 
leave  fitness 

Important  for  biological 
mothers  and  adoptive 
mothers,  too!

The  months  of  waiting  for  your  new 
baby  to  arrive  are  now  in  the  past.  Your 
baby  is  here!  Hours  upon  hours  are  spent 
staring  at  this  little  one  sleeping.  It  is 
truly  amazing  how  long  you  can  look  at 
a  sleeping  baby.

This  class  is 
designed  to  address  a  range  of  needs 
from  regaining  strong  pelvic  floor  mus- 
cles to  preventing  urinary  problems  that 
are  common  after  childbirth  to  increas- 
ing energy  levels  caused  by  sleep  depri- 
vation of  an  adoptive  mother.  Babies 
are  comfortably  sleeping  in  their  car 
seats  with  mom  only  steps  away, 
strengthening  her  muscles  and  getting 
her  body  in  gear  for  all  the  bending, 
kneeling  and  lifting  that  comes  with  a 
having  a  new  baby.

Getting  into  your  fitness 
routine  now  can  "educate"  or  "re-edu- 
cate" muscles  that  have  become  weak 
from  trre  pregnancy  and  childbirth 
process.  One  of  the  most  common 
injuries  to  new  parents  is  low-back  strain 
from  removing  baby  from  the  back  seat 
of  the  car.  Fitness  programming  can 
strengthen  muscles  to  prevent  injury, 
increase  energy,  improve  endurance  or 
stamina  and  it  does  wonders  on  your 
mental  health. 


When  is  it  OK  to  start 
exercising? 

First,  before  you  start  or  participate 
in  any  exercise  program,  always  con- 
sult your  physician. 

If  you  had  a  vaginal  delivery  with  no 
complications  it  is  advised  to  wait  six 
weeks  to  resume  high-impact  aerobic 
activity.  Often  women  feel  comfortable 
doing  a  small  amount  of  walking  and 
basic  stabilization  exercises  as  early  as 
a  week  after  delivery. 

If  you  had  a  Cesarean  section  it  is 
also  advised  to  wait  six  weeks;  however 
you  might  feel  the  nepd  to  wait  longer. 
You  are  encouraged  to  walk  the  day  fol- 
lowing a  Cesarean  section,  and  main- 
taining daily  movement  is  also  encour- 
aged within  the  limits  of  pain.

—Stretch  with  your  baby  nearby. 

—Do  abdominal  exercises. 

If  you  have  15-20  minutes: 

—Power  walk  around  your  neighbor- 
hood while  your  baby  is  with  your 
partner. 

—Get  on  that  Stairmaster  or  treadmill 
that  you've  been  hanging  clothes  on. 

—Create  a  routine  of  body  weight  exer- 
cises such  as  push-ups,  crunches, 
jump  rope,  pull-ups  and  pelvic-floor 
exercises. 

—Perform  some  of  the  exercises  located 
in  your  postpartum  handbook  issued 
by  the  hospital. 

If  you  have  30  minutes: 

—Pop  in  an  exercise  video  while  baby 
sleeps.  You  can  rent  them  from  Dr. 
Video  so  that  you  don't  become  bored 
with  purchased  videos. 

—Go  to  the  beach  for  a  jog/walk. 

—Go  for  a  walk  while  shopping  for  your 
new  baby. 

If  you  have  60  minutes: 

—Join  The  Car  Seat  Class  at  Sol  Gym 
or  any  organized  class  at  a  gym.
